Soon Resumes Work at its Monday 


Evening Heeling. 


The city fathers met in regular 


monthly meeting, last Monday even- 
ing, Mayor Barker presiding, and the 
following aldermen present: Karner, 
Brill, Cook. Maine, Cushman Kielis- 
zewski, McCreedy, Dumbleton and 
Phelps. 
A,communication from the 


convention committee, asking for the 
privilege of erecting and maintaining 
arches during the months of June, 
July and August, at the following 
points, was read and granted : Inter- 
section of Main street and Strongs 
avenue, corner of public square and 
Main street, intersection of Strongs 
avenue and Division street. 
John 


Martini asked permission to use a por- 
tion of Main street for depositing 
building material while erecting his 
new block, and the request was grant- 
ed. 
A notice, setting forth the var- 


ious offices to be filled at the ensuing 
charter election, and where the polls 
would be held, was read and adopted. 
Communication from the Post Pub- 
lishing company in regard to changing 
the names of certain streets, and cor- 
recting the «ystem of numbering in 
certain localities, was read and re- 
ferred to the committee on ordinances, 
with full power to act. 


The committee on city buildings 


were authorized to erect a voting 
booth in the 5th ward, at 519 Dixon 
street. 
The building will be 16x24, 


regulation size, and must be ready for 
the board of registry by next Tuesday 
morning. 
Communications from the 


two banks relative to becoming the 
city depositories, were read as follows: 
First National bank offered 2 95-100 
per cent, for any and all monies de- 
posited by the city treasurer. 
The 


Citizens National offered 3 per cent, 
for either or both the city monies and 
the school monies, and the bid of the 
latter was upon motion accepted. 


For the past two years and one 


month the city has received $627.17 
in interest from its deposits in the 
Citizens National. Aid. Brill moved 
that the city clerk notify the school 
clerk that the said bank is ready to 
pay 3 per cent, on all daily balances. 
Motion tarried. 
"J: 'ArUnndV ad- 


dressed the council relative to provid- 
ing a drive to Woodland Park, saying 
that along the,.route proposed the 
drive would be about two and one-half 
miles. 
The city now has a right of 


way through the Boswdrtb—&- Reilly 
yards, fifteen feet wide, and Mr. En- 
nor had secured the consent of W. O. 
Lamoreux, superintendent 
of the 


water company, to use the water front, 
along the river, to complete the drive 
to his own property, and from there 
it would extend east to the Wausau 
road and thence through the 4th ward. 
The council expressed a willingness to 
clear out the right-of-way through the 
lumber yard, and further make it 
thirty feet wide, if possible, and in 
the meantime Mr. Ennor will secure 
a definite agreement with the water 
company. 


A resolution to discontinue a strip 


of the Jordan road, running north- 
easterly from the intersection of Phil- 
lips street was again read. Aid. Kar- 
ner Introduced a resolution discontin- 
uing the said strip, providing V. P. 
Atwell will make Portage street, from 
Phillips street to block No. 1, 60 feet 
wide, and the street north to Jordan 
road 66 feet wide. Aid. Kieliszewski 
then made a call of the house, and 
Chief Kingsbury was sent out for the 
absentee?. 
The chief returned in a 


few minutes, saying that one alder- 
man was out of the city aud he was 
unable to find the others. 
The call 


was then raised and the resolution 
passed, all voting in favor except Aid. 
Maine and Kieliszewski, who claim 
that the proposed change is^an impos- 
ition on a number of poor families, 
who will be shut off from the street 
or be compelled to buy additional 
ground north of their homes. 


E. M. Copps addressed the council 


relative to having sidewalks on Saw- 
dust street, beyond the first slough 
bridge in the 4th ward, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the committee on 
streets and bridges, who will be as- 
sisted by Mr. Copps. A Fourth ward 
widow, Mrs. Kraszinski, will have a 
small real estate tax paid by the city, 
and a Sixth ward woman will receive 
$4.00 per month until further notice. 
The committee to whom was referred 
the matter of TI. N. Wnodworth, who 
was over-taxed on real estate, reported 
that the city can rlo nothing relative 
to reimbursing the claimant. 
The 


meeting then adjourned.

Accord- 
ing to the vote on Governor in 1894, 
the 1st district has a Democratic 
majority of 748, and the 2d district a 
Republican majority of 762.

Peter Firkus. of Hull, Meets With ft 


Fatal Accident on Wednesday 


Afternoon Last. 


A sad accident happened in this 


city, last Wednesday afternoon, at 
about 4 o'clock. Peter Firkus, vvhose 
home was beyond Plover river, in the 
town of Hull, about midway between 
the Waupaca road and Jordan, was. 
the victim. 
He was driving east, 


seated on the binding plank of hit 
wagon, upon which there was a load 
of lumber, and the prop slipping out 
from beneath the plank caused Firkus 
to fall to the pavement, the rear 
wheel passing over one side of his face. 
One or two parties witnessed the acci- 
dent, and the unfortunate man waft, 
picked up in a partially 
condition and conveyed to the home 
of his brother, Joseph, at 711 Union 
street. Dr. Southwick bandaged the 
man's head, and Dr. von Neupert was 
also called. Medical service proved of 
no avail, however, Mr. Firkus passing 
away shortly before three o'clock the 
following morning. 
The jaw was 


fractured in three places, and there 
was also a fracture in the spinal 
column, he being unable to use ills 
lower limbs from the time the accident 
occurred, although having full posses 
sion ot his senses. 


The deceased was 38 years of age,* 


and had resided in this city and 
county since childhood. 
He leaves X 


wife and ten children, the oldest 16 
years and the youngest three months 
old, besides a father, seven brothers 
and 
three sisters.

The 
remains were taken from the home of 
Jos. Firkus, Saturday morning, and 
interred at Polonia, some forty car- 
riages forming the funeral procession.

TAKEN TO THE ASYLUM. 


Judge Murat Commits Two Insane Peo- 


ple to the Northern Hospital, Last 


Week. 


Andrew C. Merritt, who has for 


many years lived on the west side of 
the river, in the town of Stevens 
Point, was adjudged insane, last Fri- 
day, by Drs. Walters and Wbeet, who 
were appointed by^ Judge Murat to 
enquire into his mental qualities. 
On Thursday Merritt was arrested by 
Sheriff Leahy, on complaint of Ed. 
Mihalski, treasurer of the -town of 
Stevens Point, who went to the Mer- 
ritt homestead for the purpose of 
collecting the taxes and was driven 
away with a revolver. 
Mihalski, 


being thoroughly scared, came to the 
city and sworo out a warrant, and 
Merritt peaceably accompanied the 
officer to this city. After his arrival 
here, Merritt talked quite sensible at 
times, and again would branch off 
with the most Improbable statements 
of how people were trying to kill him, 
that they might become possessed of 
his mining interests near his home, 
and which he says are very valuable, 
while negotiations to interest heavy 
capital therein are nearly closed. 
Several attempts had been made to 
put him out of the way, he claims, 
by prominent citizens of this city, 
now living or dead, but all were 
baffled in good time. He had been 
anticipating an attempt to incarcer- 
ate him In an asylum, and In order to 
avoid it had not been to the city in 
three or four years. 


Mrs. Julia Wafer, of Hull, was taken 


to the asylum at Oshkosh, last Satur- 
day, by Sheriff Leahy, she having 
been adjudged insane by Drs. von 
Neupert, Sr., and M. G. Rood. 
She 


has been in the hospital twice before, 
being released last spring, and recent- 
ly attempted to kill her child. 
The 


woman was very violent at times, and 
the most stringent methods were 
necessary to subdue her.

HIS LAST LECTURE. 


Prof. Culver Delivers the Cloning Lecture 


of the Present Course, on Friday 


Evening. 


Prof. Culver delivered the last lec- 


ture of the geological course at tlie 
Normal Assembly room, last Friday 
evening, before a well filled and very 
attentive house. 
The subject of the 


lecture, "Results of the action of air 
and water upon the land," necessarily 
brought up in review much previously 
touched upon and might be designated 
a "clincher" of the whole course. 


A brief review was made touch! ne 


upon the great force necessary to up- 
heave mountains and land masses, und 
yet acting in opposition are still 
greater forces those of erosion, water 
action and corrosion, weather action. 
Thus as the ages advanced it has been 
a constant struggle between the uplift- 
ing forces and the 
wearing away 


forces, the former at times gaining 
the ascendency, only to lose it by the 
slower, yet surer wear of water and 
weather. One pushing the land from 
and above the sea level; the other 
cutting it down and depositing it be- 
low the sea level. It is not necessary, 
however, that tbe line of greatest ero- 
sion coincide with tbc line of greatest 
elevation nor visa versa; but both 
cases may exist. In some regions the 
present valley land, is directly under 
the point of primarily the highest ele- 
vatioa and tbe two walls or moun- 
tains towering on either side are but 
tbe remnants of the sides of the ori- 
ginal upheaval. 
Or again, erosion 


may have been gradually tearing away 
tbe sides of the mountain, leaving the 
primary peak as the latest worn away. 


It seems almost impossible that the 


unpretentious water can be doing 
such enormous work, but when we 
look at the amount of eroding a little 
rill, occasioned by melting snow, can 
do, the proposition docs not seem so 
impossible after all. 
Measurements 


of the most accurate nature have led 
to the conclusion that if the amount 
of sediment passing out of the Missis- 
sippi every year could be collected, 
there would be sufficient to build a 
pyramid with u base of I square mile 
and a height of 238 feet. 
In connec- 


tion with the work of rivers must also 
be considered that of waves and cur- 
rants, which, though their work may 
not be of as general a nature, are 
doubtless fast wearing away those 
lines of land exposed to sea and lake 
action. 


The erosive force alone tends to 


leave tbc surface topography, an alle- 
viation of abrupt changes, but the 
corrosive force now shows its power 
and 
smoothing 
off 
these 
abrupt 


rises and cones, changes the great 
prismatic land 
masses into semi- 


spherical masses known to us as hills 
and mountains. 
Thus we see that 


with the ever constant forces of ero- 
sion and corrosion and the gradual 
dimishinu of the upheaving force, 
there will come a time when all the 
land surface will be worn down to sea 
level, and the globe will present, an 
external surface of water. 


The class meeting following the 


lecture was well attended, and those 
presentment the time to great, ad- 
vantage in getting light on the lead- 
ing geological questions of the day.

"It is wonderful how much ono may 


learn from books what wild animals will 
do and what they will not do," Mild -i New 
Yorker wlio rms tlmo and money enough 
to go whore ami do us he pleases 
• I am 


reminded of this by having read in a book 
the othur day the positive statement that 
'the numerous tales told of th'o black 
bear's puguauiouhuoss and the fury with 
which it will attack a iimti uro entiroly 
fanciful 
Even whon wounded and prossc-tl 


by the hunter tho black boar will put forth 
every endeavor to escape, and tho loinalo 
of this variety, instead of resolutely and 
savagely standing in defmisp of lier cubs, 
will desert them nt tho first sign of danger 
If such desertion is necessary to savu hor- 
telf from trouble , 


"I had read that same declaration be- 


fore, and a few years upo I believed It. 
I 


was led to change my opinion, though, by 
soino personal observations I had the op- 
portunity of making of thu blnck bear's 
disposition. I do not seek information 
about bears any more from tho learned 
naturalist* who make books, but I know 
a groat deal more, about them. 


"It was only 1!< years ntro that I re- 


ceived my interesting object lesson in 
what the black bear will and will not do 
I was way up in Froutenao county, Can- 
ada, fishing. I had a half breed guldu, 
who pronounced his uamo Faiigwas 
I 


don't know how ho spelled it. 
Neither 


did ho. He was a giant In size and 
strength, and it is a pleasant recollection 
to me that ho was 
Otherwise my ooufl- 


denco in book knowledge of wild boasts 
would have cost my estate quite n sum for 
funeral expenses, direct and Incidental. 


"We wore camped near tho shoro of 


White lake. One day I camo iu from a 
little excursion by myself on tho lake, and 
I had ntyguu with me. Deer usod to have 
a habit of coming down to tho lake aud 
standing in tho water, stamping and snort- 
lag. This scared the fish, and wo usod to 
take our guns with us sometimes to make 
the doer go away. I had just stopped 
ashore from my boat when I heard a noise 
In the thicket. I looked toward It and saw 
a bear, followed by two good sized cubs, 
hurrying across an open spot In the bushes. 
The old bear had got out of sight In tho 
thicket again before I thought of firing. I 
saw where she was, though, by the sway- 
ing of the bushes, and I bunged awny. 
The bullet took effect, and tho bear tum- 
bled and lay there. 


"'She must be dead,'said I,'or she 


would get up and run away as fast as her 
legs could carry her, cubs or no cubs.' 


"So I hurried toward the spot to take a 


look at the game my well calculated shot 
had brought down and take measures to 
secure the two young boars. I hadn't tak- 
en half a dozen steps, however, when the 
bushes began to tumble about In lively 
commotion, and my supposed dead bear 
came tearing out Into the opening with a 
fierceness and determination Chat were en- 
tirely irregular and In violation of tho rule 
laid down in the books. The instant she 
saw me she rose on her haunches, and I 
want to tell you she was a sight to give a 
fellow dreams. And her appearance wasu' t 
improved any by the fact that my bullet 
bad parried away her lower jaw.

HOW A SHIP IS STOPPED. 


Nut »a Kasy a AT.tttrr :IH It Appears to 


a IjumNmnn. 


The motion of a steamship on the 


Atlantic when the sea is calm is so 
smooth and steady that the passenger 
hardly realizes tho tremendous mo- 
mentum of the vessel under his feet. 
After the engines have been slowed 
down there is a startling revelation of 
tho energy of motion. This energy can 
also DC accurately calculated with the 
aid of mathematical formulas, and the 
time and distance within which the 
motion can be totally arrested and the 
ship be brought to a stand may be as- 
certained in a similar manner. This 
calculation has recently been made 
for several well-known ships. 


To stop the Etruria, whose "displace- 


ment" is 9.C80 tons, horse power 14,321, 
and speed 20.18 knots an hour, two min- 
utes and forty-seven seconds are re- 
quired, and during the progress of stop- 
ping the ship will forge ahead 
2,464 


feet, -which is only 176 feet less than 
half a mile. The United States cruiser 
Columbia, with a displacement of 7,350 
tons, 17,991 horse power and a speed of 
2?.8 knots, can be stopped in two min- 
utes and fifteen seconds, and within a 
space of 2,147 feet. 
The little flyer 


Gushing, also of the United States navy, 
v/hose displacement is only 105 tona 
and horse power 1,754, while its speed 
is 22.48 knots, can be stopped within 
a distance of 301 feet in 18.4 seconds. 
In each case the vessel is supposed to br 
going at full speed, and the stoppage 
is produced by reversing the action of 
the 
propelling 
machinery.—Youth'?

The burden of his argument was that 
the republican party nad declared for 
bimetallism in the Minneapolis conven- 
tion, and that the party has not lived 
up to the platform. 


As soon as the senate met, Mr. Allen, 


of Nebraska, returned to the tariff ques- 
tion by referring tc tne statements of 
Mr. Morrill, Mr. Sherman and Mr. Platt 
during the exciting debate Friday. Mr. 
Allen said he bad beneved that it was 
the honest purpose ot the republican 
party to enact a law placing gold and 
silver on equal terms, but that debate 
developed that the republican leaders 
under no circumstances would accept 
a free coinage measure. Tinder these 
circumstances lie would submit a dis- 
tinct proposition to the chairman of the 
finance committee, that he 
(Allen) 


would assure sufficient populist votes to 
give a majority of the senate, if the 
passage of the tariff bill was accompa- 
nied by the adoption of a free coinage 
amendment. 
"The populist senators 


are ready to swallow your nauseating 
and unjust tariff measure." said Mr. Al- 
len, 
"if you will place silver on equal 


terms with gold, but you will not do it." 
In concluding his speech Mr. Allen held 
up a bill, exclaiming: "Now, to test 
your intPgrky and your good faitb, I 
offer this bill. It is your tariff bill, 
without a 'T' uncrossed or an T un- 
tlotted except in tho title. I say to you 
that if you are ready to show the good 
faith of your assertions for silver and 
link it with the tariff bill, we will 
pledge you six populist votes." 


Mr. Allen's bill was then read. It be- 


ing the tariff bill and a free silver bill 
combined. It went to the table tem- 
porarily. 


Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, offered «n 


amendment to the tariff resolution of 
Mr, Carter, directing the finance com- 


mittee to report back a re&ekl ttf the 
one-eighth differential duty on sugar. 


Mr. Carter then took the Soor for the 


speech, which had been anticipated 
with keen interest, defining his attitude 
on the tariff bill. 


Mr. Hoar contended that the repub- 


licans of the oast believed in a double 
standard of value in accordance with tht 
constitution and the doctrine as pro- 
mulgated by Alexander Hamilton. 


Mr. Teller declared that the pro- 


nouncement for bimetallism in the .e- 
publican platform of 1892 was a decla- 
ration for silver coinage, and he as- 
serted that Mr. Sherman was the only 
high financial authority who contended 
that bimetallism could be secured oy 
any other means than by the coinage 
of both metals on equal terms, and he 
asserted that anyone who held a con- 
trary view was either 
ignorant 
or 


wanted to deceive. 


Here the debate was cut off by the 


arrival of the hour for again taking up 
the Cuban question.

God to be true, that Spain could never 
again establish her dominion over that 
island.

Strict Car Wnes in All Large Cities o{

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 28.—Accord- 


ing to the statement or W. D. Mahon, 
president of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employees ot 
America, a general strike is threatened 
on the lines of New York, Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Worcester, Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Philadelphia, and other cities.

Salvador Cisuerog, the president of 


the provisional government which the 


Cuban 
patriots 


have organized, 
IB a man who has 
seen more than a

downs in life. Ho 
wits born about 
65 years ago in 
Puerto Principe, 
Cuba, of noble 
Spanish pureuts. 
As a yonug man 
he was known as 
the Marquis di 
Santa Lucia, that 


PRESIDENT ciSNEKOS. being his heredi- 
tary title. When the ten years' rebellion 
begun, the marquis, in spite of his noble 
birth, joined the insurgents, and was a 
learlcr iu that long and unsuccessful 
struggle for liberty. 
The Spanish gov- 


eruuieiit confiscated his property, and 
when Oiunpos ended the war Citiueroa 
gtarted a newspaper in Puerto Principe. 
For awhile the enterprise prospered, but 
finally the paper became too outspoken 
and the Spaniards one day destroyed the 
plant. 


Then the marquis fled to New York 


city, where he arrived practically pen- 
niless. He found friends though and es- 
tablished a small cigar stove. For a 
couple of years he lived in this way, un- 
til finally the Spaniards restored his es- 
tates. He returned to Cuba, but never 
again rusumed his Spanish title. When 
the present revolution was begun, Cisne- 
ros was outspoken in the insurgent cause, 
but was almost too old to take the field 
himself. The patriots remembered his 
former services for the cause, however, 
and when the new republic was again de- 
clared he was elected president. Just 
now this is a doubtful honor. If the Cu- 
bans gain their freedom Gisneros will 
have his reward in the knowledge that 
some day his name will be famous and 
honored. If Spain triumphs he may be 
shot as a traitor or hanged from the 
ramparts of Morro castle. 


President Cisneros has his headquar- 


ters at present in an inaccessible part of 
the Cubitas mountains, but only 25miles 
from the city of Puerto Principe, where 
there is a Spanish garrison of 6,000 men.

But Mr. Twombly had decided 
that he wanted Vinlaud, and so he 
"saw" his brother-in-law and "went 
him $600,000 better. "

ANOMALOUS CONDITIONS THAT EXIST 


IN THE FREEDMEN'S REPUBLIC. 


Notwithstanding 
DlM-our»Klne 
Ilvitortii 


Over 2OO Eu.l)£ra»t« \\Vut Out Last Year 
and 4IK) More Are Soou to Sail—Work of 
the American Coloulxatlou Society. 


Auother shipload of ueproos is to Kail 


for faraway Liberia ou Feb. 27. 
The 


Iiiteruutioual Migration society of Bir- 
niiugliam, Ala., has chartered the steam- 
er Luuruda to sail ou the above date 
from Savauuah with 400 colored people. 
The emigrants are to be gathered up by 
a special train which is to run through 
tbe states of Arkansas, Mississippi, Aht- 
bauia aud Georgia. Whole families are 
to be takeii, but the nieu selected are to 
be those \vho have some knowledge of 
farming, sbotnuakiug, carpentering or 
Borne other useful trade. 


Before these colonists start they would 


do well to read the report made by Pro- 
fessor O. F. Cook, who has but recently 
returned from that African republic. 
Professor Cook was sent there by the 
New York State Colonization society to 
find out the true character aud the exist- 
ing conditions. Professor Cook does not 
paint Liberia in the glowing colors 
which were used when the future colo- 
nists were persuaded to agree to go there. 
Other investigators have described the 
unfavorable conditions which confront

immigrants there, but it is likely that 
these accounts never reached the eyes of 
the people to whom they would prove of 
the most value. 


In the first place, there is the dreaded 


African fever, which has proved as fatal 
to American born negroes as to white 
people. Then the newly arrived colonist 
finds, much to his surprise, that he is 
not welcomed as a brother and a friend 
by the natives, but that, on the con- 
trary, he is regarded with a distinctly 
unfriendly feeling. There have been 
numerous complaints, too, that the col- 
onists were not looked after with suf- 
ficient care by the immigration society, 
but were left to shift for themselves aft- 
er a little preliminary advice and assist- 
ance. 


Professor Cook, however, has some- 


thing of a more startling nature to tell. 
He devotes a whole chapter in his re- 
port to the missionary work which is 
being done in Liberia. He says that not 
only does actual slavery exist in the re- 
public, but that it is encouraged to a 
certain extent by the missionaries. This 
statement: would hardly be believed did 
not its author give Home corroborative 
and convincing details. 


According to the professor, many en- 


terprising missionaries, who are too im- 
patient to make converts by the slow 
process of moral suasion, buy the natives 
at so much per head and thrust Chris- 
tianity upon them. 


"It must be confessed," he says, "that 


the easiest way to start a mission school 
is to purchase the pupils." 


Then he cites a typical case. A mis- 


sionary goes to Liberia w.ith the idea 
that the heathen are ready to accept 
promises of an eternal life with childish 
simplicity of belief. He soon finds out 
that the mature native is a perverse in- 
dividual who needs to be educated first 
and Christianized afterward. 
If a half 


civilized native is asked to allow his 
child to attend a mission school, he will 
probably reply: 


"How much you gimme I let my 


pickaninny learn book?" 


The missionary is much surprised to 


find that the native expects to be paid 
for accepting education and Christian- 
ity. He finds, however, that public sen- 
timent has been educated by previous 
missionaries up to this point, and he 
either submits or goes home and reports 
his work a failure. If he adopts the pre- 
vailing custom, he gets scholars for his 
school and loses what is infinitely more 
valuable, the respect and confidence of 
the natives. 


"Children 
are bought," continues 


Professor Cook, "when zeal overbalaucen 
discretion. The missionary does not stop 
to think that, having begun to buy chil- 
dren, he will be expected to continue. 
Perhaps some board or society has great 
expectations which he is anxious to sat- 
isfy, and in his report he wants to show 
a goodly number of scholars in his 
school. So ha buys children. They are 
cheap. In the interior of Liberia I have 
been offered boys of 12 and 14 years for 
gooda of a cash value of about $3. Girls 
come at about twice the price. These 
children were slaves, of course. When it 
comes to buying free children of their 
parents, the price is higher. " 


"It is not to be supposed that these 


facts apply to all the missionaries of the 
coa«t or even to a majority of them. 
Those who have the steadfastness and 
patience to wait until they can gain the 
good will and confidence of the natives 
in timo have no difficulty in getting 
material to work upon. Slavery, how- 
ever, in an African institution. It exixts 
now and will exist until the whole pop- 
ulation is civilized. The willingness of 
the inhabitantB of one village to attack 
and carry off those who dwell in the 
next is well nigh universal. There needs 
only to be a sufficient demand for the 
captives. This demand the ovorzoalous 
missionaries contribute to supply." 


At the recent meeting in Washington 


of the American Colonization society It 
Wan reported that during the past year 
the ar- ,dty had Moisted 4 emigrants 
to Liberia ind 217 emigrants had paid 
their own way. During the 74 yearn of 
its existence the society ha« cent out 
16,428 colonists, exclusive of 5,723 re- 
captured Africans which the society en- 
abled the United Stale* forernneDt to

Guy's anatomical wux models are said 


to bo tho liiiebt in the world. Ono of these 
is extremely valuable, the hospital author- 
ities having rufusod tho sum of £5,000 of- 
fered for it by a foreign medical celebrity. 
It is tiu absolutely perfect model of tho 
upper extremity of the body, showing ev- 
ery muscle, gland, vein, uervo and artery. 
It took Mr. Joseph Towno, a clover dem- 
onstrator at Guy's, fully two years to make 
it, but with him, in 1879, also died tho se- 
cret of tho process by which the wonderful 
construction of tho human body was re- 
produced hi wax with such marvelous 
fidelity.—London Tit-Bits.
